as a common pleas judge. The action was described 
by one attorney as a “ ground swell of opposition.” 


In a heated statem ent, issued | 


after the three - hour meeting, 


Beckert attributed his defeat to 


the fact that he w as a “ no deal’' 


district attorney and that m em ­ 


bers of his own profession had 
taken their revenge because of 
it. 


The bar unanimously endorsed 
Common P leas Jud ge Edwin H. 
Satterthw aite for Orphans Court, 
also nominating Robert Mounten- 
ay, Silverdale; 
and Donald W. 
Van Artsdalen of Doylestown, for 
the post. 


Van Artsdalen. a form er coun­ 
ty district attorney, and Mounte- 
nay, were also selected for Gov. 
Scranton’s consideration for the 
common pleas bench should Jud ge 
Satterthw aite vacate it. Lee B. 
Lansberry. Doylestown, was the 
b ar’s third choice. 


Nov. 15 Deadline 


Gov. Scranton will m ake the 
appointments, but not before Nov. 
15. State Sen. Marvin V. Keller, 
and William M. Power, president 
of the bar association, will pre­ 
sent the nam es in alphabetical 
order to the governor.

The senators were equally en­ 
thusiastic about the partial test 
ban treaty, the first control m eas­ 
ure agreed upon between E ast and 
West since the start of the nuclear 
age 18 years ago. They said U.S. 
interests w ere “well protected” by 
the pact.

Sens. 
Hubert 
Humphrey of M innesota and John 
Sparkm an of A labam a, predicted 
President Kennedy would get 80 
of the Senate’s IOO votes for the 
treaty — far m ore than the two- 
thirds m ajority needed for ratifi­ 
cation. 
Rusk told newsmen before leav­ 
ing for Leningrad that he is look­ 
ing forward to the Senate hear­ 
ings on the treaty next week. He 
is scheduled to appear to explain 
the agreem ent to ban nuclear tests 
in the air, outer space, and un­ 
der water.

Guests in the hotel w ere evacu- 
ated and employes were dismissed 
as smoke billowed into the first- 
floor lobby and filled the rooms.
